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To  the  Council  of  the  Rural  District  of 
WARWICK 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  make  to  you  the  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  your  district  during  1964.  The  population 
increase  again  exceeded  the  figure  of  500  persons  and  there 
was  little  epidemic  disease. 

Caravans. — Following  on  from  the  stage  covered  in 
last  year's  report  this  Council  took  action  in  the  local 
magistrates'  Court  against  Mrs.  Hilda#  Seaton,  owner  of 
the  site  known  as  Seaton's  Field,  for  non-compliance  with 
statutory  notices  requiring  the  abatement  of  public  health 
nuisances.  The  action  succeeded  and  judgement  was  given 
in  terms  such  as  to  permit  the  Rural  District  Council  or 
its  agents  to  remove  forthwith  from  the  site  vans  used 
there  for  living  purposes  without  licence. 

Food  Hygiene. — Early  in  June  and  consequent  upon  the 
investigation  of  the  Typhoid  Fever  epidemic  at  Aberdeen, 
the  Ministry  concerned  advised  the  temporary  withdrawal 
from  sale  of  61b  cans  of  corned  beef  processed  at  named 
canning  factories  in  South  America  between  certain  dates. 
Details  of  the  codes  were  supplied  and  our  inspectors 
promptly  made  the  search  required  so  that  any  suspect 
stock  could  be  returned  from  retailers  to  the  suppliers, 
there  to  be  held  pending  official  decisions  as  to  its  future 
disposal. 

Royal  Show. — The  department  arranged  for  the 
scavenging  and  cleansing  of  the  Show  Grounds  for  the 
second  year  of  temporary  occupation.  With  the  kind  help 
of  neighbouring  local  authorities,  supervision  was  also 
given  to  food  hygiene  at  the  various  catering  sites.  Much 
larger  attendances  were  the  rule  this  year  so  that,  while 
some  cafes  were  satisfactory,  the  organisation  of  others 
appeared  to  be  severely  strained.  Now  that  a  decision  has 
been  taken  to  make  the  regular  home  of  the  Royal  Show  at 
Stoneleigh  Park  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  promoters  will 
themselves  provide  more  fixed  facilities  and  rely  less  upon

tentage  and  field  improvisations  by  individual  contractors. 
Not  all  these  latter  appeared  to  have  the  experience  and/or 
resources  to  provide  at  short  notice  all  that  they  would 
need  to  secure  a  good  hygiene  standard. 

Miscellaneous. — The  Council  heard  reports  of  the 
deposit  of  large  and  flimsy  plastic  bags  upon  doorsteps  by 
rag  merchants.  They  decided  to  distribute  10,000  safety 
leaflets  to  householders  and  also  wrote  concerning  the 
practice  to  the  County  Council  and  the  R.D.C.  Association. 

Recent  Legislation. — The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 
enabled  local  authorities  to  deal  with  complaints  of  noise 
which  could  prejudice  health  on  the  same  basis  as  ‘  nuisances  ' 
within  the  scope  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Often  complaints  of  noise  relate  to  trivial  causes  but 
the  complaint  regarding  Barford  Mill,  which  occupied  the 
attention  of  this  Council  throughout  the  year,  raised  complex 
and  serious  issues.  A  deputation  of  complainants  met  the 
Health  Committee,  before  the  Council  decided  in  May, 
1964,  to  engage  the  services  of  a  Consultant,  who  later 
submitted  his  report.  The  owners  of  the  Mill  were  advised 
to  take  expert  advice  since  the  complainants  alleged  not 
merely  noise  from  trade  vehicles  and  processes  but  also 
emission  of  dust  and  offensive  odours.  Finally  the  Public 
Health  Committee  decided  to  appoint  a  sub-committee  to 
investigate  the  matter  in  detail  and  to  report  back  at  an 
appropriate  time. 

The  Council  also  gave  thought  to  their  new  responsibility 
for  inspections  and  licences  under  the  Animal  Boarding 
Establishments  Act,  1963.  After  examination  of  possible 
licensing  standards  by  a  sub-committee,  it  was  decided  to 
adopt  in  full  the  standards  suggested  by  the  British  Veterin¬ 
ary  Association. 

In  conclusion  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Council 
for  their  kindness  and  interest  and  support  and  to  all  the 
officers,  especially  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
for  their  courtesy  and  help  at  all  times.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  AREA 

Water. — On  the  1st  April,  1963  administration  of  the 
District’s  water  supply  passed  from  the  Council  to  the 
newly  formed  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board.  The 
supplies  have,  where  available,  been  sufficient  in  quantity 
and  quality  and  are  not  plumbo-solvent. 

Regular  analyses  have  been  made  and  supplies  chlor¬ 
inated  as  necessary. 

The  number  of  houses  within  the  District  supplied 
from  public  mains  direct  is  7,170,  and  by  means  of  stand 
pipes  296.  Within  the  Board’s  area  there  are  5,830  houses 
supplied  direct  and  15  by  way  of  stand  pipes  to  populations 
of  16,055  and  45  persons  respectively. 

The  number  of  houses  within  the  whole  District 
supplied  by  means  of  stand  pipes  is  30,  the  occupants  of 
which  total  87, 

Sewerage. — By  the  end  of  1964  the  Lapworth  and 
Rowington  Sewerage  Scheme  should  have  been  nearing 
completion  but  this  was  not  the  case  and  it  is  not  now 
expected  to  be  in  operation  before  the  Spring  of  1965. 

At  Bubbenhall,  work  was  commenced  in  May  on  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  and  by  December  it 
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was  well  advanced.  This  is  expected  to  be  completed 
about  May,  1965. 

Two  other  schemes  were  in  progress  during  the  year — 
the  one  at  Crackley  Crescent,  near  Kenilworth  and  the 
other  at  Old  Milverton.  At  the  former,  which  pumps 
sewage  from  16  houses  to  the  Kenilworth  U.D.C.  sewers,  the 
work  was  completed  in  February. 

At  Old  Milverton,  the  construction  of  the  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  works,  to  receive  drainage  from  the  25 
village  properties,  was  almost  completed  by  December,  1964. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  Council  received  reports  from 
its  Surveyor  of  two  comprehensive  enquiries  which  he  had 
made.  The  first  was  a  review  of  the  annual  expenditure 
of  £500  in  collecting  contents  of  nightsoil  buckets  or  privies 
in  sewered  parishes.  This  study  disclosed  that  92  houses 
still  required  this  form  of  collection  and  the  occupants  of 
many  were  above  70  years  of  age.  Of  this  total  for  the  whole 
district  (i.e.  92)  no  fewer  than  54  were  in  the  parish  of 
Stoneleigh  and  in  the  ownership  of  one  landlord.  The  second 
report  was  upon  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  accompanied 
a  review  of  the  charges  made  to  householders  for  this 
service.  It  was  shown  that  345  cesspools  were  emptied  in 
one  year  as  504  loads  at  a  total  cost  of  £975.  Of  these, 
however,  the  emptying  of  only  15  of  the  less  accessible  pits 
had  cost  in  all  £165  or  an  average  of  £11  each  per  annum. 
There  was  thus  an  obvious  difficulty  either  in  allowing  a 
free  service  or  in  devising  a  fair  standard  charge  per 
operation.

D.  HOUSING 


There  were  a  number  of  individual  unfit  houses  con¬ 
cerning  which  there  were  interesting  or  unusual  develop¬ 
ments  during  1964.  The  old  Smithy  Cottage,  Beausale  was 
the  subject  of  various  offers  and  proposals  as  well  as  an 
item  in  an  independent  television  programme.  An  overlay 
of  sentiment  and  misinformation  somewhat  obscured  the 
basic  facts  of  this  matter  at  various  stages  and,  since  this 
also  coloured  some  of  the  press  reportage,  it  was  well  that 
the  Councihs  Inspection  sub-committee  had  made  a  visit 
of  inspection  at  an  early  stage.  Also  at  Beausale  were  two 
unfit  cottages  where  serious  nuisance  was  caused  by  inade¬ 
quate  drainage  of  waste  water.  Near  Lowsonford  a  former 
lock-keeper’s  cottage  was  the  subject  of  improvement 
proposals  but  acceptance  of  these  was  delayed  by  the 
virtual  impossibility  of  securing  a  wholesome  water  supply. 

1.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  six 
houses  during  1964  and  Clearance  Orders  made  in  the  case 
of  two  terraces  of  properties  at  Radford  Semele  and  Beausale, 
totalling  eight  dwellings  in  all. 

The  Council’s  House  Building  Programme  gathered 
momentum  during  the  year  and  48  dwellings  were  com¬ 
pleted  at  Barford,  Whitnash  and  Hatton.  Work  on  the 
Rowington  Housing  Scheme  continued  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Bubbenhall  Scheme  was  commenced.  When 
these  latter  two  are  completed,  few  families  will  remain  in 
properties  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act.

2.  Ice-Cream. — 61  premises  are  now  registered  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  one  more  than  the  previous 
year.  With  the  strict  control  which  exists  over  manufacture, 
storage  and  sale,  ice  cream  is  not  now  liable  to  the  same 
degree  of  contamination  as  it  was  in  years  gone  by  and  no 
complaints  concerning  this  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

3.  Meat. — Slaughtering  has  continued  at  the  two 
slaughter  houses  in  the  district  and  a  total  of  960  animals 
were  inspected — no  case  of  tuberculosis  or  cysticercosis 
was  found.  The  table  gives  details  of  the  number  and 
types  of  animals  slaughtered  and  incidence  of  disease.  The 
number  of  carcases  inspected  increased  by  20%  compared 
with  last  year  ;  most  of  the  increase  related  to  sheep  and 
lambs.

During  the  year  there  were  11  notifications  of  tuber¬

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951. 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 

{a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm 
or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and 

(6)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  gives  a  written  certificate  in  the  prescribed 
form,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having  juris¬ 
diction,  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  and 
convenient  place  e.g.  hospital.  Seven  days  clear  notice  must 
be  given  of  the  intended  application  to  the  person  concerned 
and  also  to  the  person  managing  the  premises  or  institution. 
An  order,  if  granted,  may  authorise  a  person’s  detention  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  three  months  in  the  place  specified 
therein  and  is  in  certain  circumstances  renewable. 


A  single  case  was  reported  for  investigation  late  in  1964  : — 

Mr.  T.  M. — A  widower  aged  76  years.  He  had  lived  for  some 
years  alone  except  for  the  company  of  a  cat  and  contacts  with 
near  relatives  in  the  same  parish  seemed  to  be  slight.  Over 
Christmas  he  took  to  bed  and  refused  most  of  his  food.  The 
Vicar  called  in  his  doctor  who  found  that  he  was  seriously  ill 
with  Broncho  pneumonia  and  haemoptysis.  A  joint  certificate 
of  the  doctor  and  the  M.O.H.  was  presented  before  a  magistrate 
early  on  27th  December,  1964  in  view  of  the  sick  man’s 
refusal  of  treatment,  neglect  and  insanitary  conditions. 
After  personal  investigation  of  the  circumstances  the  magis¬ 
trate  signed  an  order  for  the  removal  of  the  man  to  the 
Warneford  Hospital.  Here  he  died  a  day  later. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  past  year — 1964. 

This  year  saw  the  transfer  of  part  of  the  Borough  of 
Solihull  in  the  Hockley  Heath  area  to  the  Warwick  R.D.C. 
The  enlargement  of  the  District  may  be  regarded  in  some 
respects  as  desirable  but  in  this  instance  it  is  not  without 
its  problems — some  of  the  houses  in  the  new  area  are  not 
sewered  and  rely  on  the  Local  Authority  for  the  emptying 
of  their  cesspools  and  septic  tanks.  This  has  meant  much 
additional  work  for  the  cesspool  emptying  service  as  many 
of  the  cesspools  have  to  be  emptied  frequently.  r 

The  Royal  Show  again  claimed  our  attention  for 
several  weeks  during  the  summer  but  with  the  provision  of 
better  roads,  extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  improved 
catering  facilities  and  the  experience  gained  in  1963,  the 
organisation  was  less  arduous  than  the  previous  year  and 
in  the  main  the  various  services  functioned  smoothly. 
Again  we  are  indebted  to  the  several  Local  Authorities  and 
firms  who  supplied  vehicles  and  staff  during  the  Show  week. 

May  I  express  once  more  my  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  his  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times 
and  the  Officers  of  this  Council  for  similar  assistance. 

1964  also  saw  the  retirement  of  Miss  J.  Maher,  a 
member  of  the  Clerical  Staff  who  gave  valuable  service  to 
the  Council  over  the  past  17  years.  We  extend  to  Miss 
Maher  our  best  wishes  for  a  happy  retirement.

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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1964 
PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  TRANSPORT. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  operates  a  weekly  ''  rear  of  premises  ” 
collection  throughout  their  collection  area.  From  the  1st 
April  1964,  the  service  was  extended  to  premises  situated 
outside  the  area  of  collection  provided  the  occupiers  of 
such  premises  undertook  to  bring  their  refuse  receptacles 
to  the  nearest  public  road  for  collection. 

The  addition  to  the  District  of  a  part  of  Hockley  Heath, 
formerly  in  the  Borough  of  Solihull,  together  with  the 
continuing  growth  of  the  urbanised  parishes  in  the  District, 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  an  additional  collection  route, 
bringing  the  total  to  six. 

The  weekly  collection  frequency  was  well  maintained, 
to  the  credit  of  the  refuse  collectors  who  performed  an 
arduous  and  unpleasant  task  with  commendable  efficiency. 

Disposal  difficulties  continued,  the  sole  tipping  site 
available  to  the  Council  within  its  own  district  being  a 
small  tip  at  Bushwood  where  can  be  discharged  only  the 
refuse  from  the  western  parishes  of  the  District.  Disposal 
of  the  majority  of  the  refuse  from  the  District  continued 
at  the  Coventry  Corporation’s  Tip  at  Baginton,  but  this 
involves  some  difficulty  as  the  tip  is  closed  at  4-30  p.m. 
each  day,  and  the  need  for  the  Council  to  acquire  a  centrally 
situated  tipping  site  becomes  even  more  urgent. 

Approximately  7,250  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  and 
disposed  of  during  the  year.  The  problems  of  collection 
and  disposal  could  be  eased  considerably  if  householders 
would,  wherever  possible,  burn  combustible  matter  which 
forms  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  refuse  collected. 

Cesspool  Emptying  and  Nightsoil  Collection. 

The  advent  of  village  sewerage  schemes  brought  about 
some  diminution  in  the  number  of  nightsoil  pails,  but  one 
of  the  Council’s  two  vehicles  was  occupied  four  days  pach 
week  on  this  work.  The  rest  of  the  time  of  this  vehicle  and 
the  whole  time  of  the  other  was  spent  on  the  emptying  of 
nearly  500  private  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  at  an  average 
of  twice  during  the  year.  This  service  is  carried  out  on 
application  and  is  rendered  unduly  difficult  by  the  fact 
that  most  householders  appear  to  wait  until  their  tanks  are 
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full  to  overflowing  before  applying  for  the  service,  thereby 
making  every  application  one  of  urgency.  Even  so  it  has 
generally  been  possible  to  meet  requests  within  a  week  of 
receipt. 

Royal  Show,  1964 

The  Royal  Agricultural  Show  has  now  become  perma" 
nently  established  at  Stoneleigh  Park.  The  1964  Show> 
happily,  presented  fewer  problems  than  that  of  the  previous 
year  from  the  point  of  view  of  Cleansing,  since  it  was  blessed 
with  ideal  weather  which,  together  with  the  improved  roads 
on  the  Showground,  enabled  cleansing  operations  to  proceed 
smoothly. 

In  addition  to  the  Council’s  own  vehicles,  twelve 
cesspool  emptiers  and  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were 
loaned  or  hired  by  neighbouring  authorities,  cleansing 
contractors  and  manufacturers  of  Municipal  vehicles.  The 
combined  efforts  of  the  team  of  workmen  engaged  on 
cleansing  work  resulted  in  an  entirely  successful  operation. 

Attendances  at  the  Show  were  well  above  average 
(paid  attendances  138,803)  and  the  public  left  more  than 
their  fair  share  of  litter  on  the  Showground.  The  sterling 
efforts  of  the  litter  collectors,  kindly  provided  by  Norton 
School,  Kineton,  and  the  Central  Hospital,  in  dealing  with 
this  problem  are  deserving  of  record. 


Transport 


For  administration  purposes,  all  vehicles,  including 
cleansing  vehicles,  are  combined  to  form  a  Transport 
Section.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

(1)  General. — Two  minor  schemes,  at  Old  Milverton  and 
Crackley  Crescent  were  commissioned  during  1964  and  work 
continued  on  the  extensive  scheme  at  Lapworth,  and  the 
smaller  one  at  Bubbenhall.  Details  of  this  are  given  in 
the  following  paragraphs. 
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Early  in  the  year  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  visited  the  Council  Offices 
and  a  full  report  of  existing  and  proposed  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  installations  was  prepared  for  him. 

(2)  Construction  of  New  Sewers  and  Disposal  Works. 

The  following  schemes  made  progress  during  the  year  : — 

(a)  Lapworth  and  Rowington  Sewerage  Scheme. — Work 
on  this  scheme  continued,  and  by  December  31st  all  sewers 
and  some  lateral  connections  to  curtilages  had  been  com¬ 
pleted  to  bring  the  total  lengths  for  the  scheme  to 

12"  diameter  sewers  ...  1,394  yards 

9"  diameter  sewers  ...  238  yards 

6"  diameter  sewers  ...  8,151  yards 

House  connections  to  curtil¬ 
ages  totalled  79  yards 
of  4"  and  55  yards  of

Pumping  mains  were  completed  to  the  following  extent 
but  the  stations  themselves  were  not  finished

Completion  of  this  scheme  will  not  be  attained  by  the 
end  of  the  original  contract  period  of  January  1965,  as  the 
Disposal  Works  and  Pumping  Station  sat  Kingswood  and 
Rowington  are  not  yet  ready.  Current  estimated  date  of 
completion  is  mid-May  1965. 

[h)  Bubbenhall  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 
Construction  started  on  May  11th,  1964  and  all  sewers  and 
connections  to  curtilages  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Completion  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  its 
pumping  Station  remains  to  be  done  but  the  estimated  date 
for  commissioning  is  mid-May  1965,  which  is  the  end  of 
the  contract  period. 

Shortage  of  cast-iron  pipes  may,  however,  affect  the 
issue  in  the  new  year.  Total  lengths  of  pipes  laid  are  as 
follows  :

The  contractor  was  asked  to  lay  some  126  yards  of  9" 
surface  water  sewer  for  the  Bubbenhall  Council  Housing  site 
in  the  same  trench  as  the  Sewerage  Scheme  foul  sewer  and 
this  was  done. 

(c)  Crackley  Crescent  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. 
This  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  collected  from  14 
existing  houses  at  Crackley  Crescent  and  pumping  it  to  the 
Kenilworth  U.D.C.  sewers  some  275  yards  distant  was 
completed  and  commissioned  in  February  1964  and  has 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  maintenance  period. 

Due  to  the  construction  of  two  new  houses  near  the 
pumping  station  the  precise  number  of  properties  catered 
for  is  now  16. 

(d)  Old  Milverton  Sewerage  &  Sewage  Disposal. — The 
scheme,  which  is  intended  to  deal  with  sewage  from  25 
properties  was  started  in  July  1964  and  was  virtually 
complete  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  all  a  total  of  730  yards  of  6"  sewers  gravitate  to  the 
Disposal  Works  from  which  effluent  discharges  to  the  River 
Avon  to  the  north  of  the  village. 

(3)  Variations  in  existing  Sewerage  Schemes 

[a)  Shrewley  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The 
proposed  replacement  of  the  temporary  pump  at  the  Disposal 
Works  Pumping  Station  by  a  pair  of  permanent  Flygt 
pumps  has  been  taken  a  step  forward  by  a  firm  order  having 
been  placed  for  the  pumping  machinery.  No  contract  for 
the  installation  of  the  pumps,  the  suggested  amendments 
to  the  sedimentation  and  humus  tanks,  or  the  installation 
of  a  media  store,  has  yet  been  placed. 

Due  to  gland  trouble  with  the  temporary  horizontal 
pump  the  original  D.W.F.  recirculation  pump  has  quite 
often  been  brought  into  use. 

[h)  Leek  Wootton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — The 
permanent  horizontal  pump  proposed  to  be  installed  in 
the  existing  pumping  station  at  the  Disposal  Works,  and 
thereby  to  convert  the  Works  to  an  all-pumped  installation 
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instead  of  the  original  surcharged  approach  sewer  system, 
has  been  ordered  but  not  yet  installed. 

In  the  meantime  the  D.W.F.  recirculation  pump  has 
dealt  with  the  flow. 

(c)  Bishops  Tachbrook  S.P.  Station. — Improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  impeller  of  each  of  the  pumps  at 
this  station,  increasing  their  efficiency  and  enabling  them  to 
deal  more  effectively  with  the  increased  sewage  flow  from  the 
rapidly  developing  village. 

(4)  Sewerage  Schemes  being  considered  and  almost  ready 
for  Construction. 

No  schemes  could  be  considered  to  be  in  this  category 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(5)  Sewerage  schemes  in  course  of  Construction. 

(a)  The  Norton  Lindsey  Sewerage  scheme  dealing  with 
a  population  of  213  persons  from  this  Council’s  area  and 
173  persons  from  Wolverton  in  the  Stratford  R.D.C.  with 
ultimate  populations  of  444  and  221  respectively,  has 
received  further  consideration  as  to  the  precise  siting  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  report  is  now  with  the  Council. 

(b)  Toll  Bar  End  Pumping  Station. — The  proposals  for 
amendments  at  this  station  to  deal  in  particular  with  the 
sewage  from  the  Hawker  Siddeley  Factory  have  varied 
during  the  year.  The  current  view  is  that  new  pumps 
should  be  installed  in  the  existing  station. 

(c)  Baddesley  Clinton-Chadwick  End  Sewerage  Scheme. 
A  satisfactory  site  for  the  proposed  pumping  station  near 
Netherwood  Heath  Farm  has  now  been  found  but  Trent 
Rivers  Board  approval  to  the  location  has  not  yet  been 
given. 

{d)  Budbrooke  Barracks  Development  Area  and 
Hampton-on-the-Hill. — The  developer’s  proposals  for  drain¬ 
ing  the  Hutted  Camp  to  the  existing  War  Department 
Disposal  Works  near  the  Barracks  area,  have  been  received 
and  recommended  for  approval.  The  possible  take-over  of 
this  Disposal  Works  by  the  Warwick  R.D.C.,  and  its  enlarge¬ 
ment  to  take  all  proposed  development  in  the  Hutted  Camp 
area,  the  Barracks  area,  the  existing  War  Department 
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married  quarters,  which  are  to  be  preserved,  and  the 
drainage  from  the  village  of  Hampton-on-the-Hill,  have 
been  the  subject  of  several  reports  to  Council  by  the 
Consulting  Engineers. 

[e)  The  Eastern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme. — The  current 
proposals  for  the  sewering  of  the  Eastern  Area  villages  of 
R.D.C.  are  for  the  existing  private  Disposal  Works  at 
Weston-under-Wetherley  to  be  enlarged  to  take  the 
sewerage  from  the  Hospital,  Weston-under-Wetherley  village 
together  with  pumped  flows  from  Eathorpe,  Wappenbury, 
Offchurch  and  Hunningham  combined. 

The  enlarged  Disposal  Works  at  Weston-under- 
Wetherley  would  be  taken  over  and  administered  by  the 
Council. 

(/)  Beausale  R.D.C.  Housing  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
The  volume  of  combined  sewage  at  present  being  discharged 
to  the  Beausale  Council  Housing  Site  Disposal  Works  is 
in  excess  of  that  with  which  the  Works  can  be  considered 
under  modern  standards  capable  of  treating  satisfactorily. 

It  is  proposed  to  separate  the  roof  water  which  will 
then  be  discharged  to  a  highway  ditch,  and  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  Disposal  Works  units. 

(6)  The  following  tables  show  the  total  number  of 
Disposal  Works  and  Pumping  Stations  for  which  the 
Council  is  responsible.  Indications  are  given  in  the  Tables 
of  the  capacities  and  future  usefulness  of  each  Disposal 
Works.

(10)  The  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  service  continued 
to  operate  and  915  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  to 
premises  in  the  parishes  noted  in  Appendix  A.  The  cost  of 
this  domestic  service  is  at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  load  of  1,000 
gallons.  34  visits  were  made  to  properties  outside  the  District 
Councils  boundaries  while  within  the  R.D.C.  boundaries 
several  schools  and  trade  premises  were  dealt  with  at  a 
rate  of  30/-  per  hour.  It  will  be  noted  that  within  the 
year  70  visits  were  made  to  properties  newly  incorporated 
within  the  R.D.C. 

(11)  The  weekly  night  soil  collection  service  has  been 
reduced  this  year  due  to  properties  being  connected  to  the 
public  sewers.  The  current  year’s  figures  are  75  visits  per 
week  below  last  year’s  total. 

Appendix  (A)  shows  the  extent  of  the  service  for  which 
no  direct  charge  is  levied  on  the  properties  concerned.  It 
will  be  noted  that  22  visits  have  been  made  per  week  to 
areas  newly  incorporated  into  the  parish  of  Lap  worth.

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  steady  decline  in 
the  number  of  applications  for  grants  has  been  arrested 
and  in  fact  shows  an  increase  of  15  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964  gives  a  new  stimulus  for  owners  to 
accelerate  the  modernisation  of  properties.  The  Act  seeks 
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to  secure  that  within  the  next  decade  most  of  the  older 
types  of  houses  which  lack  amenities  and  yet  have  a 
reasonable  life  will  be  provided  with  the  five  standard 
amenities  ”  or  in  certain  circumstances  improved  to  the 
reduced  standard  of  a  water  closet,  food  store,  and  hot  and 
cold  water  supply  to  a  sink. 

Power  is  given  to  local  authorities  under  Part  11  of  the 
Act  to  compel  owners  to  improve  houses  in  improvement 
areas  and  elsewhere  on  request  by  the  tenant. 

Housing 

1964  saw  the  completion  of  the  dwellings  for  the 
elderly  at  Whitnash  and  Barford  and  also  that  of  the  new 
housing  development  at  Hatton.  In  all,  48  units  of  accom¬ 
modation  have  been  provided  and  this  has  reduced  con¬ 
siderably  the  number  of  persons  living  in  condemned 
properties. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Rowington  Housing  Scheme 
was  well  advanced  and  when  completed  this  will  provide 
accommodation  for  40  families. 

In  December  a  start  was  made  on  the  Bubbenhall 
Housing  Scheme  where  14  houses  and  4  bungalows  are 
planned. 

The  following  table  shows  the  position  regarding  houses 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Many  of  the  houses 
under  Demolition  Orders  are  unoccupied  and  awaiting 
demolition.

Routine  inspections  of  all  premises  are  carried  out  as 
frequently  as  possible  and  last  year  523  visits  were  made. 
It  is  realised  that  only  by  frequent  inspection  can  good 
standards  of  hygiene  be  maintained  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  make  more  inspections  each  year.  Six  letters  were 
sent  to  occupiers  of  premises  drawing  attention  to  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Food  Regulations. 

The  Royal  Show  again  demanded  much  of  the 
Inspector’s  time  with  so  many  food  premises  to  be  supervised. 
Apart  from  the  numerous  cafes  and  restaurants  catering 
for  the  public,  judges,  members,  overseas  visitors  grooms, 
contractors  etc.  a  very  large  number  of  the  private  stands 
also  provide  hospitality  for  their  clients  and  where  possible, 
these  too  receive  attention. 

An  improvement  over  the  previous  year,  in  the 
conditions  at  food  premises,  was  noticeable  in  several 
places,  but  in  others  little  improvement  was  effected  and 
the  standard  of  hygiene  left  much  to  be  desired.  Now 
that  the  decision  has  been  taken  to  make  the  Show  perma¬ 
nent,  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  construction  of 
proper  buildings  in  lieu  of  tented  accommodation  for 
kitchens  etc.  and  this  should  help  greatly  to  improve  the 
standard  of  hygiene.

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Food  Inspection 

The  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two 
slaughter  houses  during  the  year  was  maintained  as  is 
required  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  The  total 
number  inspected  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year — 960  as  compared  with  620  for  1963.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  no  case  of  tuberculosis  was  recorded — in  either 
cattle  or  pigs. 

The  inspection  of  foodstuffs  in  shops  is  carried  out  as 
part  of  the  normal  routine  work  and  also  on  request  by 
shopkeepers  and  cafe  proprietors  etc.  Only  one  request  for 
inspection  was  received  and  this  concerned  a  cwt.  of  sausage 
seasoning  which  had  been  rendered  unfit  through  spoilage 
in  transit. 

Aberdeen  is  far  removed  from  the  Warwick  Rura^ 
District  but  the  furore  which  arose  there  in  June,  had  its 
repercussions  in  every  local  Authority's  area  throughout 
the  country.  The  consumption  of  corned  beef  from  a  61b. 
pack  was  suspected  of  having  been  the  cause  of  the  typhoid 
fever  outbreak,  and  on  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  a  search  was  made  at  all  the  shops,  restaurants, 
cafes  in  the  district  for  cans  of  corned  beef  bearing  serial 
numbers  similar  to  that  on  the  suspected  tin.  This  involved 
a  great  deal  of  work  and  many  visits  were  made  to  premises 
to  examine  their  stocks  of  corned  beef,  but  none  of  the 
suspected  cans  was  found  in  this  district. 

Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts  1928  and  1936 

At  the  end  of  the  year  75  licences  had  been  issued  for 
the  keeping  of  45,220  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  within  the 
district. 

At  Chadwick  End,  the  new  petrol  filling  station  came 
into  use  during  1964  and  a  licence  was  issued  for  the  keeping 
of  petroleum  spirit  at  one  other  new  premises. 

In  April,  part  of  the  Borough  of  Solihull  in  the  Hockley 
Heath  district  was  incorporated  within  the  Rural  District 
and  situate  in  this  area  were  two  premises  which  had  been 
licenced  for  the  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit. 

A  pressure  test  carried  out  on  one  old  tank  proved 
that  it  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  tank  was  accordingly 
condemned.  It  was  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

At  three  licenced  premises  additional  tanks  were 
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installed,  and  tested  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Midlands  Petroleum  Acts  Administration  Group. 

Fortunately  no  serious  accident  occurred  on  licenced 
premises,  though  one  was  reported  at  a  filling  station  where 
a  vehicle  which  was  being  towed  collided  with  a  petrol 
pump.  Prompt  action  was  taken  to  isolate  the  pump 
electrically  to  minimise  any  fire  risk. 

The  routine  inspection  of  premises  forms  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  150  visits  were 
made  to  premises,  34  letters  being  sent  to  occupiers  drawing 
their  attention  to  the  conditions  of  licences. 

Factories 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  at  the  close  of 
the  year  was  52 — one  more  than  the  previous  year.  67 
inspections  were  carried  out  and  5  notices  served  for  con¬ 
traventions  of  the  Act  or  Regulations. 

The  inspection  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  employees 
at  building  sites  etc.  is  also  made  under  the  Factories  Act 
and  during  the  year  several  visits  were  made  to  these 
premises. 

Swimming  Pools 

Two  samples  of  water  from  the  open  air  public  swimming 
pool  at  Green  Lane,  Finham  were  taken  during  the  summer 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  method  of  purification — 
sand  filtration,  followed  by  chlorination  and  aeration — 
continues  as  before. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  employs  two  rodent  operators  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  domestic  premises.  Council- 
owned  properties  (sewage  works,  tips  etc.)  and  on  agricultural 
land  and  premises.  The  latter  category  involves  the 
majority  of  the  work  performed  and  182  contracts  were  in 
force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  the  total  value  of  £2,004  6s.  Od. 

Rodent  control  on  farms  would  become  more  effective 
if  there  were  more  general  appreciation  of  the  need  for 
continuous  preventive  treatment.  Many  farmers  appear 
reluctant  to  seek  assistance  with  the  rodent  problem  unless 
there  is  actual  infestation,  and  in  many  cases  rodent  baiting 
is  rendered  difficult  by  the  presence  of  unlimited  natural 
food  on  the  floors  of  agricultural  buildings. 
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The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

The  volumetric  apparatus  supplied  by  the  Warwickshire 
Clean  Air  Council  to  record  the  amount  of  suspended  matter 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  continues  to  operate 
at  the  pumping  station  at  Whitnash.  The  information  thus 
obtained  continues  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Warwickshire 
Clean  Air  Council  and  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research. 

The  accompanying  graphs  (p.  32-33)  give  an  indication  of 
the  pattern  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  at 
Whitnash  during  recent  years.  Domestic  smoke  accounts  for 
much  of  the  pollution  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  should  dec¬ 
line  as  more  householders  change  from  coal  to  other  forms  of 
heating.  The  annual  domestic  consumption  of  coal  in  this 
country  has  been  steadily  declining  for  years  as  householders 
have  turned  to  other  forms  of  heating — gas,  electricity,  oil 
and  smokeless  solid  fuels^ — for  greater  cleanliness,  comfort 
and  convenience,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
this  trend  will  not  continue. 

Noise  Nuisances 

Not  so  many  years  ago  the  inclusion  of  noise  nuisances 
in  an  Annual  Report  would  have  been  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule,  but  today  conditions  are  different  and 
nuisances  from  noise  are  becoming  much  more  numerous. 

Great  strides  in  technology  have  been  made  in  recent 
years  but  these  have  brought  their  attendant  problems  and 
one  of  these  is  noise.  The  advent  of  the  jet  aeroplane,  to 
give  but  one  example  has  created  its  problems  as  those 
people  who  live  in  the  vicinity  of  any  large  airport  will 
readily  testify.  Noise  has  also  increased  in  village  and  city 
with  the  advent  of  increased  traffic  industrial  development 
etc. — in  fact  only  the  remote  places  of  our  land  enjoy  a 
comparatively  quiet  atmosphere.  Even  the  peace  of  the 
secluded  holiday  resort  is  often  shattered  by  the  numerous 
transistor  radios  which  are  the  sine  qua  non  of  the  teenager. 

Noise  affects  individuals  in  different  ways.  What  may 
be  a  nuisance  to  one  person,  may  be  tolerated  by  another 
and  this  often  makes  difficult  the  assessment  of  noise 
nuisances. 

The  law  relating  to  noise  nuisances  is  covered  by  the 
Noise  Abatement  Act  of  1960  and  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  The  1960  Act  states  that  noise  or  vibration  which 
is  a  nuisance  shall  be  a  statutory  nuisance  for  the  purposes 
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of  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Where 
proceedings  are  brought  in  respect  of  noise  or  vibration 
caused  by  a  trade  or  business,  it  is  a  defence  for  the  defen¬ 
dant  to  prove  that  the  best  practicable  means  have  been 
used  for  preventing,  and  for  counteracting  the  effect  of,  the 
noise  or  vibration. 

Complaints  made  have  concerned  noise  from  factory 
machinery,  the  operation  of  a  chain  saw  with  petrol  engine 
at  a  saw  mills,  and  the  use  of  Club  premises  which  are  near 
dwellings.  In  each  case  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  have 
taken  steps  to  reduce  noise  emission  but  with  varying 
degrees  of  success.  Substitution  of  an  electrically  driven 
saw  for  the  petrol  driven  one  abated  one  nuisance  but  not 
all  noise  nuisances  can  be  resolved  so  easily.  In  some 
instances  it  is  necessary  to  bring  in  a  noise  consultant  as  the 
abatement  of  noise  nuisances  in  some  industrial  concerns 
is  a  highly  specialised  work.  At  Barford,  where  residents 
have  complained  of  noise  nuisance  from  the  Mill — work  has 
been  carried  out  in  an  endeavour  to  minimise  noise  emission 
and  this  has  included  the  lining  of  part  of  the  factory  with 
absorbent  material,  the  bricking  up  of  windows  and  apertures 
in  the  external  walls  and  the  use  of  special  floor  covering 
over  a  pit  which  houses  an  electric  motor. 

Caravans 

The  year  opened  with  Seatons  Field  again  being  used 
as  a  caravan  site  and  concern  was  felt  that  action  should 
speedily  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  nuisances  which  were 
becoming  manifest.  As  a  consequence,  statutory  notices 
were  served  on  the  owner  of  the  land  requiring  the  abatement 
of  the  nuisances.  The  notices  were  not  complied  with  and 
as  a  consequence  proceedings  were  taken  in  the  Magistrates 
Court.  An  Order  was  made  by  the  magistrates  requiring 
the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  and  the  removal  of  the 
caravans  from  the  site.  The  caravans  were  subsequently 
removed  by  the  occupiers  but  the  removal  of  refuse  and 
cleansing  of  the  land  was  carried  out  by  the  Council  in 
default  of  the  owner. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  further  2  caravans  were 
found  to  be  using  the  site  and  arrangements  were  made  to 
have  the  caravans  towed  off  the  land.  This,  however, 
proved  unnecessary,  as  at  the  last  minute  the  occupiers 
removed  the  caravans  of  their  own  volition. 

One  new  site  licence  was  issued  during  the  year. 
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Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1964  and 
seeks  to  regulate  the  conditions  on  premises  which  are  used 
for  the  boarding  out  of  animals. 

It  is  an  offence  under  the  Act  to  keep  a  boarding  estab¬ 
lishment  without  a  licence,  but  this  may  be  issued  by  a 
local  authority  on  payment  of  an  appropriate  fee  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  local  Authority  may 
require. 

In  determining  whether  to  grant  a  licence  several 
factors  are  taken  into  consideration  including  the  size  and 
construction  of  the  accommodation,  provision  for  lighting, 
ventilation,  cleanliness,  exercising  facilities,  and  adequate 
supplies  of  food,  drink  and  bedding.  Precautions  must  also 
be  taken  to  prevent  and  control  the  spreading  of  infectious 
disease  and  steps  taken  for  the  protection  of  the  animals 
in  case  of  fire  or  other  emergency. 

Seven  premises  within  the  district  were  licenced  during 
the  year  providing  accommodation  for  53  dogs  and  30  cats. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  50 

One  case  arose  during  the  year,  where  the  Council  was 
required  to  use  its  powers  under  the  above  Act,  to  make  the 
funeral  arrangements  for  a  man  residing  at  Finham  who 
died  and  had  no  known  relatives. 

The  cost  of  the  cremation  was  recovered  from  the 
estate  of  the  deceased. 

Offices  and  Shops 

It  is  nearly  20  years  ago  now  since  a  Government 
Committee  was  set  up  to  investigate  the  working  conditions 
in  non-industrial  employment,  but  the  work  of  the  committee 
only  came  to  fruition  when  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  became  law  in  1963. 

Most  of  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  oper¬ 
ation  on  the  1st  August,  1964  but  certain  administrative 
provisions  had  effect  from  the  1st  May.  Persons  who  were 
employing  others  in  office,  shop  or  railway  premises  on  the 
1st  May  were  required  to  register  their  premises  with  the 
Local  Authority.  A  total  of  112  premises  have  been 
registered  by  this  Authority,  details  of  which  are  given  in 
the  table. 
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The  Act  applies  generally  to  all  offices,  shops  and  most 
railway  buildings  near  the  permanent  way  and  makes 
provision  for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons 
employed  in  these  premises. 

99  inspections  under  the  Act  had  been  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  the  main,  the  premises  inspected 
complied  with  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations 
and  contraventions  were  few.
